Frank M. Morgan, of the Fort Wayne 
iron works, who was recommened by 
fifty young republicans, has accepted a 
position as mail carrier. 


The boys at the Bass works are al 
ready congratulating William Lerch 
machinist, on his approaching marriage, 
He will step into matrimonial life on 
the 14th of this month. 


M. A. Zùok, engineer of maintenance 
of way of the second and fourth divi- 
sions of the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg, has resigned on account of ill 
health, and is succeeded by W. S. New- 
hall. 


The national association of stationary 
engineers wPs.organized about ten years 
ago and now nearly every state in the 
Union is represented. The annual con- 
vention of the body is being held at De- 
troit this week. 


Henry Moellering, moulder at the 
Bass works, has recovered tlie horse for- 
merly owned by h'm. He traded it a 
few weeks ago for another horse, ancl 
and this animal not proving as repre- 
sented, the trade was rescinded. 


Superintendent Casanave, Losomo- 
tive and Fuel Inspector E. P. Lord, 
Master Mechanic G. L. Potter and Me- 
chanical Engineer William Slataper, all 
of the Pennsylvania company, are at 
Allegheny attending a meeting of rail- 
road men. 


This morning the caboose on the Wa- 
bash accommodation coming from the 
east, was derailed when near the Olds 
wheel works. The brakeman threw the 
switch before the rear trucks of the ca- 
boose had passed over and this ran the 
coach onto two different tracks. Sever- 
al passengers were on the car and they 
were pretty badly frightened. 


Last evening the roof in the car-wheel 
department of the Bass works took fire 
from flying sparks from the furnace, but 
was extinguished before it got much 
headway by G. M. Fordney and Wm. 
Axt, two of the moulders who were near 
at the time. Mr. Fordney climbed up 
on the roof And fought the flames in a 
heroic manner, thus preventing what 
might have been a bad blaze. 


The shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago to the seaboard 
by the lines in the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation last week, aggregated 16,579 
tons, against 17,679 for tbe preceding 
week, a decrease of 1,100 tons, and 
against 17,203 for the corresponding 
week last year, a decrease of 624 tons. 
The Vanderbilt lines carried 52.3 per 
cent, of the whole business; the Penn- 
sylvania lines, 21.8; the Chicago and 
"Grand Trunk, 17.7, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio, 8.2. 


As a result of thè passenger rate war 
now in progress between the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Monon and the Big Four 
roads, a round trip rate of $7 has been 
established between Chicago and Louis- 
ville and Chicago and Cincinnati. This 
is $2 less than the regular one-way rate. 
An employe of one of the roads said yes- 
terday that the whole trouble originated 
in the delay of the Monon in paying a 
S0,000 claim to the Pennsylvania. 
Suit has been brought on the claim, but 
this method was taken of hunying mat- 
ters. 


Three robbers broke into the Wabash 
depot at Carthage Monday ' night, and 
after cruelly beating and gagging John 
Caywood, ^ e night man, attempted to 
compel him to open the safe. He could 
not and then they maltreated him in a 
savage manner, leaving him tied and 
gagged. They tore out the telegraph 
instruments, tried to break the safe 
door and ransacked the office thorough- 
ly. Caywood got one hand loose in the 
meantime and fired four shots at the 
villians, one of which it is hoped took 
effect.
